Belgian King 
Calls Election 
For April 17 


BRUSSELS, March 9 (UPI).— 
King Baudouin, acting in a con- 
Stitutional squabble among the 
Political parties. today dissolved 
parliament and called general 
@lections for April 17. 

The King, acceding to a re 
quest from Premier Leo Tinde 
mans, signed the dissolution de- 
erce this morning, a palace 
spokesman said. Under the Con- 
stitution, elections have to be held 
within 40 days. Elections had been 
Que in March, 1978. 

Mr. Tindemans lost his major- 
ity im parliament last week when 
he expelleg one of the parties 
from his three-year-old coalition 
in a budget dispute. Without the 
support of the party, the Ras- 
semblement Wallon, the govern- 
ment controlled only 105 vates— 
of the Soctal Christian and Lib- 
eral parties—in the 212-seat low- 
er houre of parliament.

Carter Terms Remark by Aide 
On Role in Chile Inappropriate 


Diplomat Calls It a ‘Personal Statement’ 


WASHINGTON, March 9 
{TST)—President Carter today 
termed “inappropriate” the spol- 
cey ventured by 8 U.S. diplomat 
for alleged U.S. involvement in 
the overthrow of the government 
of the late President Salvador 
Allende of Chile. 

Im repudiating the statement 
on Chile by Brady Tyson, 8 mem- 
ber of the U.S. delegation to the 
United Nations Human Rights 
Commission, Mr. Carter acknowl- 
edged that the United States 
“has been δὲ fault in some in- 
stances” for infringing on human 
rights accords, But he did not 
put the 1973 overthrow of Mr. 
Allende in that category. 

Mr. Tyson said in Geneva that 
he exceeded his instractions but 
had not acted contrary to them 
in expressing his “profoundest 
regrets" for what he said was 
US. involvement in the ouster 
of Mr. Allende. 

“I think the remarks made by 
the delegate concerning our past 
involvement in Chilean internal 
affairs was inappropriate,” Mr. 
Carter said at « White House

Mr, Tyson said in Geneva today 
that “it was 2 personal statement.

The resolution mentioned in 
particular “the institutionalized 
practice of torture, inhuman and 
degrading treatment and arbi- 
trary arrests.” and called on 
Chile “to put an end to the 
inadmissible practice of secret ar- 
Tests and subsequent disap 
pearance of persons whose deten- 
tion is systematically denied or 
never acknowledged.”

U.S.-West German Agreement on New Battle Tanks Is Falling Apart

WASHINGTON, March 9 


At the time, the agreement was 


hailed by both officials as a major 
step toward the long-sought goal 
of standardization of weapons 
within the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization alliance.

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The Semantics of Frontiers 


While Prince Saud ¢l-Faisal, the Saud! 
Arabian foreign minister, was capturing the 
attention of the Arah-African conference in 
Cairo with an offer of $1 billion for African 
development, President Carter was doing 
much the same in ‘Washington with an exer- 
Εἶδα in semantics, He told Prime Minister 
Rabin of Israel that he believed Mr, Rabln’s 
nation should ave “defensible borders.” 
Since this has been the Israeli approach to 
peace talks, while the Arabs usually insist 
on a return to the boundaries that existed 
before the 1967 war, Mr. Rabin was pleased. 

But the State Department was prompt to 
point out that Mr. Carter's remark consti- 
tuted no departure from a U.S, policy that 
had consistently endorsed the UN Security 
Council Resolution 242, which called for 
“secure and recognized” frontiers for Israel. 
Tt might be argued that secure boundaries 
do not, by definition, need to be defensible, 
but the main point of Resolution 242 was 
that it did not require Israe] to fall back 
to those boundaries from. which it had 
launched the six-day war. What remains— 
and that is by no means.a2 small obstacle to 
any settlement—is not to define the dif- 
ference bebween defensibie and secure, but 
to reach agreement on what frontiers can 
make %srael feel secure and what its Arab 
nelghbors will recognize. 


This issue 15 complicated by the fact that 
there are Arab nations, and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, which want the 
State of Israel eliminated, while there are 
Israeli, groups which go back to Solomon for 
acceptable frontiers, And, of course, there 
remains old Jerusalem, with its profound 
appeal to Jews, Christians and Moslems, This 
is a religious rather than a strategic element 
in the dispute, Out Ulster and Lebanon have 
shown, and biack Africa is beginning to 
demonstrate, that religion is far from being 
extinct as 8 source of conflict. 


Indeed, the Cairo talks have a good many 
religious implications, as a result of compe- 
tition between Christians and Moslems in 
many parts of Africa; this competition may 
be mixed with tribalism, but that 15 and bas 
been the case in nearly all religious conflicts 
since the dawn of history. 


So, while Mr. Carter is hopeful that 1077 
will be a year of discussion in and about 
.the Middle East and while, in effect, the 
prospects for at least beginning such dis- 
cussions seem good, there will be many emo- 
tions, much semantics, much hard bargain- 
ing—not only among the states most imme- 
diately concerned, but 8.5 far away as south- 
ern Africa and the United States, as well as 
most of the areas in between. 


The Battle of Concorde 


That handsome, high-flying supersonic 
plane, the Concorde, has cost Britain and 
France $3 hfllion and turns out to be good 
only for ego trips. It is a commercial corpse, 
ταῦ no one wants the blame for its demise. 
So the governments of Britain, France and 
even the United States have tried to dump 
tthe body on New York's doorstep—Kennedy 
Alport to be exact. The sanity of the 
Western Alliance, nay, the fate of democ- 
racy in Europe, are said to depend on half 
8 million residents of Queens putting up 
with the. plane's extraordinary takeoff roar 
and rumb.e. How shall New York cope with 
the Concorde? A decision is in order in the 
next few weeks. 

They 
have shown in this affair, an appalling 
ignorance of the 118. federal system and 8 
revealing cynicism about the environmental 
eoncerms that have prompted the U.S. ago- 
nizing over this plane. ‘Their threats of 
retaliation against U.S, airlines and com~ 
merce have ‘been disgraceful, Were it not 
for U.S. sympathy for bwo allies in economic 
straits, their plane would have been sent 
packing long ago.

Now to the facts of the case as they con- 
front New York. Britain and France are 
stuck with 14 Concordes, which can fly at 
1,200 miles an hour and leap the Atlantic in 
four hours, almost half the time of conven- 
tional jets. They guzle so much fuel that 
just to break even they need to be two-thirds 
full, with 65 passengers paying premium 
fares. ‘Their owners might make an operat- 
ing profit if each Concorde could be flown 
an average of seven hours a day, instead of 
one, as now. No such service seems feasible 
without four flights a day into New York. 

Here, as in other densely populated 


centers, noise is the nub of the problem. 


The Concorde is almost twice as loud as the 
noislest conventional jet at takeoff and at 
least as loud as the noistest on landing. It’s 
a different nolse—low and rumbling—that 
some deem more bearable than an ordinary 
jet’s high whine. But the rumble rever- 
berates over a vastly higher area and its 
vibrations tilt paintings on the walt and 
rattle dishes on the shelf. 

All this was known when the former sec- 
retary of transportation, William Coleman, 
under great pressure from London and Paris 
on the one hand and from New York and 
other alarmed communities on the other, 
retreated to the justice of Solomon. He 
ruled last May for a 16-month “test” of one 
Concorde flight a day into isolated Dulles 
Airport near Washington and twa flights 
daily into urban Kennedy. He wanted a 
test in all seasons, and a long time for eval- 
uation. The effect of this formula was an 
opportunity for British Airways and Air 
France to develop a profitable market over 
a period long enough to dissipate the protest. 

The service into Dulles began at once but 
yielded no vital new data, It confirmed that 
the plane performs most noisily in summer, 
the very time when nearby residents are 
most volnerabie. But the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey, at the strong 
urging of Gov. Carey, refused this “test” at 
its airport pending technical studles that 
still continue; its final decision was again 
postponed this week. 

The Sritish and French responded by 


challenging the authority’s jurisdiction in 
court, They have threatened revenge in 
Washington, They have predicted the city’s 
demise as an air terminal and tourist hub, 
with some effect among nervous New York 
boosters. They are signing up Dallas-Fort 
Worth Airport for the Concordé and are talk~ 
ing of Montreal or Philadelphia—but they 
want and need New York. 

New York's difficulties in making a de- 
cision turn on the fact that there has never 
been a decent test of the plane’s effect on 
life around Kennedy Airport. The Coleman’ 
plan was experimental in mame oniy; the 
flights once begun could not have been 
stopped without an even worse diplomatic 


crisis than the present one, Moreover, given - 


the strong community feelings, they could 


have begun only at the risk of prolonged . 


disruption of all Kennedy flights. 

Yet a test is needed because the Concorde’s 
noise seems to register both e#bove and 
below the permissible levels posted for all 
planes at Kennedy. All the frantic diplo-

gathered elsewhere and with imagined 
weather, flight patterns, loads and pilot 
skills, 

The economic argument for a quick New 
York surrender won't wash. As is obvious 
from the maneuvering, the Concorde needs 
New York much more than New York needs 
the Concorde. Jobs and tourist dollars are 
not now much at stake, but middle-class 
homes and neighborhoods are. If the Con~- 
corde were roaring ali over the U.S. map, 
New York might have to yield in commer- 
celal self-defense, but not yet.

Still, this city and nation must be fair 
and perceived as fair to troubled friends 
a@broad—end we must not be saddled with 
the blame for the likely Concorde flasco. 
The way out lies in a true test. 

If they really think the Concorde can 
qualify under the established Kennedy noise 
vules, the British and French do not need 
16 months of market development. They 
need a test that is short and addressed to 
the measures in dispute, yet long enough to 
simulate regular service. Τὸ need last, only 
a few weeks, at the helgnt of summer when 
conditions are most trying, and without 
wizard test pilots or artificial loads and ma- 
neuvers. Let everyone, including community 
organizations, agree on the rules, bring their
